If such a unit ran be used by 
the Department of -Militia and 
Defence, ami if authorization can 
be secured from the authorities 
at Ottawa, a McGill Battery of 
Siege Artillery, to be recruited 
at the close of the present ses- 
sion, is practically available for 
Service. For some lime past the 
question of the formation of 
such a unit lias been quietly dis- 
cussed with a minimum of pub- 
licity, and as a result of this and 
of a <|iiiet canvass which has 
been carried on in the different 
faculties of the University there 
seems now to he no doubt that 
the filling: of such a battery in 
the University is possible. The 
results of this canvass are most 
encouraging, and the Daily 
learns from an authoritative 
Source of information that at 
least half the desired number of 
men have signified their readi- 
ness to enlist in a battery of 
Siege Artillery to lie officered 
and manned by members of the 
teaching staff anrl of the studeiv 1 
body of the University. 

The idea "f a McGill Siege 
Battery, as the most preferable 
combatant unit, had its origin 
among those Students and mem- 
bers of the teaching staff who 
already have had considerable 
experience in heavy artillery 
work. Siege Artillery — the

That this change was' 
popular was plainly shown by the keen 
enthusiasm of the competitors, and the 
unflagging iuierest of the spectators. 

The programme waa well arranged. 
The variety of items prevented any 
monotony, the events balancing each 
other in t.ucb a manner that the audi- 
ence was always keculy interested. 

To those watehlus. the window 
Jumping and high jump appealed the 
most In both of these the style was 
excellent, |„ t ij e former, Miss Mc-

foot five Inches with ease. This conies 
within one inch of the college record. 
It w as a pity that she .did not try to 
equal the record, if not break it. Miss 
1'iicc was second, with one foot six 
Inches. 

In the hifeh Jump, Miss McLaren 
atîiin wnn first place, clearing 3 feet 
10 inches. This event was not up to 
( the usual standard. In other years 
the four-foot mark was ulways reach- 
ed. The college record is 4 feet l! Ins. 
The freshman class won all three 
places in the high jump. 

The running races present some dif- 
ficulties The gymnasium is an awk- 
ward pluce to hold them, as it is email 
and the floor is slippery. Each run- 
ner runs against time, and it is bard 
for her to Judge her own speed. Never- 
theless, these races arc always well 
contested.

The formation of an all-McGil] battery is a possibility which 
has long been a hope and will now be the great desire of McGill 
students in every faculty and every year. With few exceptions, 
all who have contributed to the numberless conversations on the 
all-absorbing- topic of a McGill unit, officered by McGill men, 
named with the college name, and consisting almost exclusively 
of members of the University, have begun and finished up with 
the firm conviction that an artillery unit would be the most ac- 
ceptable and would make the strongest appeal to the college as a 
whole. 

This for several reasons. Firstly, a battery has an advan- 
tage over a large infantry, army service or medical unit, as it re- 
quires a workable number of men. That is to say, it is impossible 
just now to get, say, one thousand or five hundred undergradu- 
ates, who, with all the will in the world for a hundred and one 
really worthy causes, cannot volunteer for active service. The 
inevitable consequence would be that those raising the unit would 
be compelled to have recourse to outside sources for men to com- 
plete the total number. 

Again, the artillery is a branch of the service eminently suit- 
ed for university men as, one which utilizes to the utmost the 
mental training which is the primary advantage that they 
have over men in other walks of life, and then springing out this 
fact because the artillery work requires a higher standard of 
knowledge in those taking part in it than the lower ranks do in 
other work. The general feeling in a student's mind is that this 
war is so vast in its demands, so literally democratic, that every- 
one in the Empire, from the scavenger man to the classics pro- 
fessor, has a place waiting for him if only it can be found. Con- 
sequently he regards his two or three years at college as being, 

thrown away in the interests of his country if they do not enable ^ SSZSV^'^&JS^i 
him to put into action the training those years have given him. 
However coldly calculating this may appear to those much more 
admirable persons perhaps, to whom the need of the times obliter- 
ates any possibility for calculation and impels them to do any- 
thing rather than wait, it is none the less true, and in the end 
may prove immensely more valuable. Heroics arc praiseworthy, 
but intelligent heroics arc even more so. 

Take the Faculty of Science— we meant the undergraduates 
—and examine their natural relation to such a battery as is pro- 
posed. Why. here is supreme opportunity to use the technical 
training of the engineer to the highest degree. All those who 
join from Science will combine the intellectual curiosity of the 
collegian with the capacity to satisfy it. and as a result the rani; 
and file of the battery will be so well versed in the work, not only 
of their own post, but even of that of the 0. C, that the thorough 
and precise competency of the whole battery will be at once obvi- 
ous. But let it not be thought that the men of Science will be the 
only ones desired in the unit. That is exactly the beauty of the 
thing, because while the A. S. C. or the A. M. C. appeals specifical- 
ly to those. with a natural bent, and sometimes arc even a little 
repellent to those without, the work in the artillery can be learnec 
and enjoyed by all who have the barest predilection to practical 
work. 

The pre-eminent suitability of a battery to men in college is 
then quite clear. 

To apply it to McGill. 

We have recently heard of the authorization of a Toronto 
battery, and previously Queen's University had sent away an 
artillery unit of lier own, while another is in formation. Our col- 
lege, too has long been desirous of having a "McGill" unit on 
the fields of France. What's in a name? some will ask. "McGill's 
Roll of Honor is a vivions rebuttal of the charge of military 
backwardnss implied by this absence of a 'McGill'." Quite so, 
but there is a lot in a name when it means no more nor less than 
it says, and by recruiting a fighting unit which is McGill in all its 
members, the University would have a concrete and properly 
designated representation at the front. 

The advantages of having an all-McGill battery arc manifest 



Ilia record uf student days Is note- 
worthy, in that he was a "major 
scholar" at Cambridge, and ranked 
first in the honor examinations tor the 
Intermediate and the B. A. degree a- 
London University, 

Shortly after graduation he was ap- 
pointed to the ttaff of Dryu Maw r Col- 
lege, rcnnsylvaula, as assist aul lec- 
turer in mathematics.

Prof, llarkness has, lu conjunction 
with Prof. Morley, produced a thesis 
on the "Theory of Functions" that dis- 
plays marked originality of treatment, 
combined with that clearness of ex- 
position that has won for him a truly 
enviable reputation as a teacher of 
mathematics. This treatise is broad 
in scope, comprising researches on In- 
finité series; real functions of real 
variables; algebraic, elliptic and 
double theta fuuetions; Abelian Inte- 
grals and Klemann surfaces. As an 
instance of the professional estimate 
of tbis mathematical work, we cite 
that it is used, by the University or 
Toronto among others. a3 the text- 
book in its honor courses in functlous. 

Professor llarkness has further con- 
tributed in a very real way to MeGlli's 
renown by having plneed his mathe- 
matical ability and wide reading know- 
ledge of pure and natural sciences ut 
(be disposal of Sir Ernest Ituthcrford. 
whose genius for Interpreting experi- 
mental phenomena, together with bis 
colleague's deft manipulation and 
construction of mathematical formu- 
lae have placed McGill in a high posi- 
tion Ju the development of the new 
science of radio-activity. The num- 
ber of scientific papers on radlo-ac- 
tlvlty published by Prof. Rutherford 
during his last three years at McGill 
was stupendous. Lacking at that time 
much of that facility in mathematical 
physics that he has since acquired, be

Functions to the great German Ency- 
clopaedia of Mathematics that Is be- 
ing complied. In order to appreciate 
even to a small degree what the term 
"authority on mathematical functions" 
Implies, une must understand that a 
student Jn honor mathematics at Mc- 
Gill but begins the study of the most 
elementary of tbc functions in his 
fourth year. 

An Incident occurred a couple of 
years ago that Illustrates the breadth 
of Prof. llarkness' reading in the vast 
library or mathematical science. A 
paper had lately appeared in a physi- 
cal Journal, In which an original 
mathematician had obtained correct 
results by using n power scries in 
"square root differentiation," which he 
had carefully defined. The lecturer, 
from whom I bave tbc story, an Asso- 
ciate Professor In Mathematics, being 
greatly excited over tills startling dis- 
covery—he had never heard of square- 
root differentiation und could not im- 
agine it— had railed at Prof, llark- 
ness' study to discuss tho matter. 
Greatly to his surprise, Prof. Hark- 
nets was able to Inform him that there 



was a piece or theory among Hie- 
mann's earlier works thai made 
square-root differentiation and its 
powers a possibility; and, further, that 
the proof was not free from error 
which be substantiated by producing 
Cauchy's criticism on tbis very Inves- 
tigation. All this accuracy of detail 
on a point that had previously been of 
only theoretical importance. 

Prof. Har knees is rendering au im- 
portant service to McGill as chairman 
of the Committee on Graduate Studies, 
which position he bas selil consecu- 
tively since the session, 1D10-U. The 
graduate school has now become a 
well-established branch of our uni- 
versity's activities, as the opportuni- 
ties of research in the library and in 
many of the laboratories are proving 
increasingly attractive to her students. 
Much credit is surely due to those 
heads of departments who so unself- 
ishly superintend the special Investi- 
gation and to the committee that must 
prescribe and later criticize the thcse3. 

As a lecturer, Prof, llarkness ranus; 
very high among teachers of science, i 
He has a keenly logical mind, is lucid 
in explanation, and speaks so pure a] 
grade of English as to be pleasingly j 
distinctive, together with an almost! 
uncanny faculty of setUing at first at-! 
tempt on the puzzled students diftl- ! 
eulty. His slow step on the stair is 
tbo signal for a hurried seating of tbc 
class which awaits in silence tbc ap- 
pearance of an armful of books sur- 1 
mounted by a strikingly austere coun-j 
tenan.ee, His several books form a 
reference library for the day's lecture.' 
Frequently indeed is a proor cmuct- 
lished by sub-notes from minor auth- 
orities, and it is seldom that any nut ! 
the most rigorous demonstration or a 
proposition is given to the class. 

When one ' meets Prof. Harkucss 
outside the lecture room, tho affabil- 
ity of bis manner and his singularly 
broadmlndeduess on current topics 
will be sure to impress. However, he 
seems to enter the lecture room witu 
but one idea in mind— that, the expo- 
sition ol mathematics, One may be a 
student in dally attendance at bis lec- 
tures, yet few could lay claim to any 
recognition other than a pleasant 
"good morning," and that at rare in- 
tervals. This abstraction does not ex- 
tend throughout the lecture. Any 
question bearing directly or even In- 
directly on tbc subjects In hand will 
receive most sympathetic attention, 
with an appreciation of the question- 
er's limited capacity that demonstrates 
his natural gift as (cacher, careful 
training In the school of experience, 
and an engaging sense or association. 
It Is certainly impressive to see mem- 
bers or his advanced classes vicing In 
appreciation ot their lecturer as they 
discuss a particularly brilliant Iectur- 
or series or lectures. Iu no other class 
at McGill have I seen such enthusiasm 
aroused by the sheer force or person- 
ality or the lecturer. Ills conciseness 
of method stands revealed to any who 
may enter his lecture room. I huvc 
known Prof. Harkucss to leave at the 
end of a protracted lecture period w ith 
the whole theme of the lecture, minus 
a few lemmas and explanatory notes 
on an average sized board, 

H a mathematics course alms 'to de- 
velop power of concentration, concise- 
ness of thought and expression and 
logical reasoning, une can surely con- 
sider Prof. llarkness in thc c c respects 
the ideal of his students. Nothing Is 
more marked in his lectures than the 
insistence on a proper conception and 
use of mathematical logic. His per- 
sonality fairly emanates order and 
conciseness, which leaves one with a 
very sincere regard for these sterling 
qualities after bnvlng followed uner- 
ringly through the mazes of a proof 
that may require two months of dem- 
onstration In lectures.

News lias been received by rela- 
tives in the city of the deatb from 
wounds of Lieut. Robert George Mac- 
farlane, Set. 'JO, attached to the Hoyal 
Engineers. Lieut. Macfarlanc was born 
in Huntingdon, yue.. twenty-seven 
years ago. the son of tbe late Robert 
Macfailane, and secured his primary 
education at the Huntingdon Aca- 
demy, from that institution he ma- 
triculated into .McGill. taking the 
course iu Mining, lie was graduated 
in 1910, Lieut. Macfarlano «as a quiet 
chap, and a conscientious and earnest 
student. After graduation he vaa em- 
ployed with various mining corpora- 
lions, including the Moud Nickel Com- 
pany, Garsou, Ont., and the Consoli- 
dated Mining and Smelting Company 
at Trail, 15. C. Uoth bis father and 
mother are dead. Innes P, Macfar- 
lane. Agriculture 'IS, Is a brother, 
and two sisters arc graduates of the 
Teachers' course at Mticdonald Col- 
lege. One of the latter is teaching at 
Inverness, Que. 

"Wc knew him as an extremely 
fine fellow, a steady sort of chap, nl- 
ways good-natured." said Dr. J, Bon- 
snll Porter. Professor of Mining to the 
McGill Daily. 

Lance-Corp. Donald Morison Trap- 
ncll. past student, bas been missing 
since April 25, 1913, and it is assumed 
that be has been killed, since there is 
uo trace of hiiu either in Trance or in 
German detention camps. Lance-Cor- 
poral Trapnell belonged to the class 
of Science '14, and enlisted in this 
city In response to the first call for 
volunteers, lie was a sou of It, H, 
Trapnell, eyesight specialist, St.

A late British casualty list contains 
the name of Second Lieut. Horace Mutr 
Lyster, Set. '10, Royal Engineers, who 
is reported as wounded. Lieut. Lys- 
ter enlisted here last summer with the 
Second Universities Company, and 
with that unit crossed to Franco to 
reinforce the Princess Patricia's Cana- 
dian Light Infantry. After service 
with the Pats for some months, he se- 
cured last December a commission in 
the Royal Engineers, and, following 
special training iu England, had boVn 
with his corps on the western front. 
The home or Second Lieut. Lyster is 
iu Kirkdalc. Que. 

Lieut?. Eric Billington. Sci. '13, and 
Gwyun G. Gilibins, Set. '10, who were 
recently wounded iu France through 
the explosion of a quantity of German 
ammunition, which they were engaged 
in destroying, are now in an English 
hospital recovering from their wounds, 
according to word received by Dr. J. 
Consall Porter, Professor of Mining.

FOR THE WEEK 



Hon. C. A. Chauveuu Expired 
Very Suddenly iu New 
York City. 



Hon. Dr. Charles Alexander Chau- 
vcau. Law '67, formerly a member of 
the Provincial Cabinet and laver 
Judge of the Sessions of the Peace, 
Quebec City, died very suddenly on 
the Ward Line pier, at the foot of 
Wall Street, New York, lute Tuesday 
afternoon, shortly after he disem- 
barked from the steamship Saratoga. 
Hou. Mr. and Mrs. Chameau arrived 
on -ihc Saratoga after a two months' 
sojourn iu Havana. The Rev. Father 
Grogan, of the Roman Catholic Im- 
migrant. Home, New York, adminis- 
tered the last rites of the church to 
Mr. Chateau before he died. 

Hon. Mr. Chaveau was ihe second 
sou of the late Hou. P. J. O. Chau- 
veau. first premier of Quebec after 
Confederation. Born in Quebec City 
in 1S17. he was educated a - t Si. 
Mary's (Jesultl College, Montreal aud 
at McGill, where ho has graduated in 
law at the age of twenty. Laval gave 
him the degree of LL.D. in 1894, Hon. 
Mr. Chameau was called to the bar 
iu 1S6S and was created Queen's 
Counsel in 1S7S. Tie sat for Rimou- 
jskl in tho Provincial House from 
1 1872-1880, and was Solicitor-General 
|and Provincial Secretary iu the Joly 
|de Lotblnlere administration. He re- 
tired as Judge of \hc Sessions of the 
Peace of Quebec in 1910. 

The death occurred on Wednesday 
in Paris of Charles Paul Lafontaine. 
son of Judge Lafontaine. of the Court 
of Sessions. 

Mr. Lafontaine was a member of 
tbe class of Law '13 for two years, 
but decided tto finish his studies iu 
Paris, llr received his degree of 
B.A. from St. Mary s College and took 
a three-years' course in law at Laval 
University. From Laval he came to 
McGtll, but owing to ill-health it was 
necessary for him to discontinue his 
studies here aud went to Paris to re- 
cuperate his hcalvh and to finish bis 
studies. For a time he seemed to he 
improving, but ten da>B ago his fa- 
ther received a cablegram stating 
that the brilliant young student was 
dying. 

The death has occurred iu this city 
of Dr. Lewis Davidson Ross, Med. '84. 
The funeral will bo private. Dr. Ross 
was a son of the late David Alexan- 
der Ross. Montreal.

of the belligerent nations, and that no 
part of the British Empire haa done 
better than Canada. Dr. Corbet slated 
that he had come through several 
bombardments and the tensation is 
not half so bad as some think. Tbe 
greatest music to the soldiers' cars is 
that of their own guns. 

With respect to the work of the 
medical department. Dr. Corbet stated 
that, OS the men were wounded, they 
are looked after on tffc spot as well as 
conditions will permit, and then scut 
back to tbe field ambulance, where 
tney receive further treatment, from 
which point they are again transfer- 
red to tho main station, where they 
are again looked after, and then sent, 
by train.; to the hospitals, where they 
tome under the careful supervision of 
the nurses. "And." he added, "the 
nurses In this war arc doing a great 
work. Our own Canadian nurses are 
tbe equal of any." 

"We need many things over there," 
be slated. "So far, the war is in our 
favor, yet we need two men for every 
one of the enemy: two guns for every 
one they have, and two rounds of am- 
munition for every round ibey pos- 
sess. 

"Every man." he added, "owes a 
duty to his country, bil King, and bir 
Government, and be ha* a right to ac- 
cept this re«ponsibillt>. especially 
when the life of his country is at 
xtakc. It Is time now that all come 
and do their part and aid in the dc- 

fenir of iim* British Empire. Canada 
has paid tbe price and ha. paid II 
dearly, and Belgium telll it? own tale. 

"We bave a right . to be proud of 
tbo.jc who have alrcad) z<iti<- tind 
tho^e who will yet go.

The Command Gazette, published at 
the Command Depot. Heatou Hall, 
Manchester. Eng.. under the editor- 
ship of Lance-Corp. B. F. Hoy, of the 
jth Kiug's Liverpool Regiment, pub- 
lishes a sketch or Major R. Tait Mc- 
Kcnzio, R.A.M.C., medical orficer in 
charge of the depot, in a recent, issue. 
The appreciation is written by 
"Laucelot," and contains much in- 
formation concerning Msjor McKen- 
zie, whose work as an eminent physi- 
cal educationist and sculptor is so 
well knowu to McGill men. Dr. Mc- 
Keuàc is doing a great deal of mas- 
sage work among the wounded troops 
a-L Manchester. The article reads: 

"I am very much afraid that I shall 
be marked 'fit for duty' before the 
next 21 hours have elapsed, but nev- 
ertheless these folks must not be al- 
lowed to hide their light under a 
bushel. 

"The major of the No. 9's is a Cana- 
dian and he was born in Almonte, 
Out. He wetti to the Collegiate insti- 
tute, Ottawa, and then to McGill Di- 
versity, Montreal, from which lie 
graduated in the year 189:', aud at 
once became house surgeon In the 
Montreal General Hospital, a post he 
held for one year. The next summer 
he speu-l as surgeon on board one of 
the Beaver Line ships plying between 
Montreal aud Liverpool, following 
which he commenced practice in 
Montreal, and soon became household 
physician on the staff of tho Govern- 
or-General of Canada, holding the 
post for a year, during which he tra- 
velled extensively throughout Cana- 
da, England and Scotland. 

"Resuming practice, he became de- 
monstrator and then lecturer In ana- 
tomy at McGtll University. Having 
beeu prominent in athletic sports and 
gymnastics while at college, he un- 
dertook tho medical supervision of 
sports and exercises at McGtll, and 
be became the first medical director 
on -..bat subject. 

"In 1304 he accepted the chair of 
professor of physical education and 
physical theology at the University of 
Pennsylvania, a position he still 
holds, being absent on leave at pre- 
sent. He organized tbe system of ex- 
ercise which is required from all the 
8,000 students of "that university, and 
gave courses of lectures to the medi- 
cal students on massage and exercise 
in medicine. 

"He has been for three years presi- 
dent of the American Physical Educa- 
tion Association, and has represented 
America at a number of international 
congresses on physical exercise and 
hygiene at London. Paris and Brus- 
sels. In 1912 he was on 'the Ameri- 
can committee for the Olympic 
Games at Stockholm, and was decor- 
ated by the King for his distinguished 
service in athletics and art. 

"As a sculptor he Is best known as 
the interpreter of the nJiletc in ac- 
tion, and examples of his work in 
bronze are to bo found in the Metro- 
politan Museum, new York: National 
Gallery, Ottawa; Asbmolean Museum, 
Oxford; Fitzwtlliam Museum, Cam- 
bridge, aud in many private collec- 
tions both here and abroad, while his 
portrait in bati relief are to be found 
in the National Portrait Gallery, 
Edinburgh: University of Pennsyl- 
vania: McGill and Brown Universi- 
ties, and in many private collections. 

"He has written extensively on 
medical subjects connected with an- 
atomy, physical education and -treat- 
ment of disease?, by massage and ex- 
ercise, and his text-book. 'Exercise in 
Education and Medicine,' has become 
a standard work. He is the greatest 
living authority on 'Movement.' 

"Last June he came over from Phil- 
adelphia, took a commission in the 
R.A.M.C.. and was appointed medical 
officer a-> tbe headquarters gymnasi- 
um at Aldcrshot. He then made in- 
spection tours with tbe inspector of 
gymnastics, reported on the necessity 
for treating convalescent soldiers, 
and was appointed as modica! officer 
in charge last October. 

"Tbi3 biography would not be com- 
plete were I to miss out tbe fact that 
the Major Is also a composer of verse, 
as the T!cpl> to Aurat' will testify. 

"One and all we know his familiar 
figure, and he Is to be seen most days 
giving personal attention to the phy- 
sical training classes In the Park. 
.May he live long to Impart to others 
the wonderful products of his brain 
and vision."

The remarkable efficiency of the 
Canadian artillery on the battlefront 
is fittingly shown by extracts from a 
letter received at the University from 
Scrgcaut-.Major A. G. Cushing, Sol. '12, 
ïith Battery. C.F.A. Sergt.-Major 
Cushing writes: 

"We arc now in Belgium, hut as tbe 
biggest part of tbe B.E.P. is in that 
country, that perhaps docs not give 
much information. Still, it is the 
best 1 am permitted to do. 

"Of course, tnc aro not right at tbe 
trenches, but near enough for a few- 
shells to pass over occasionally. After 
one has beeu near the line, one can 
make a pretty good guess as to what 
they are as they fly through the air. 
A few of their English names are; 
whizz-bangs, coal boxes, aud Jack 
JohnaouH. As a rule, we don't pay 
much attention to them till one makes 
a sound like it was coming near you. 
Then everybody automatically gets 
behind the nearest dugout and walls 
expectantly. If only one or two shells 
come your way, all's well, hut If jou 
fiud the enemy knows you're there 
and is practising on you, you move. 

"We arc right In the midst of a nest 
of batteries, big and little, but as our 
little Prench-Canadlan messman puts 
it, 'If I hear whizzzz-z bang, I know 
that's Fritz; If I hear bang— whlzz-z, 
It's all right, that's us.' Fritz is the 
common uame for any and all Ger- 
mans. One never hears them called 
anjthiug else. 

"At present we are having a very 
easy time here. The horses are about 
two miles off and so don't bother us. 
Tbe only thing is that wc must be 
rcAdy to turn out and open lire any 
hour, day or night. Wc have tests 
every now aud then, and perhaps it 
will surprise you to hear that ou au 
alarm being sounded at night, when 
all but tho guards arc asleep, within 
15 seconds all four guns will have 
reported 'ready.' waiting orders to fire 
on any target. 

"But, better than this, the guns are 
always loaded and laid on the enemy's 
trenches, and In case a call for help 
comes from our own trenches, within 
fifteen seconds of the time tbe signal 
was sent by our men, four shells 
would have burst In the enemy's 
trenches. This is not theoretical ; it 
bas been done and can be done again." 

The Last at GallipoU. 

Lieut. Lavell H. Lceson, Med. '15, 
was one of four officers of the Itoyal 
Army Medical Corps who formed the 
rear guard in tbe evacuation of tbe 
Galllpoli renlnsula. In a letter re- 
ceived be briefly describes his exper 
iences. 

" I am at Mudros (an island in the 
Aegean Sea),) safe and sound after the 
ordeal through which wo passed on 
the peninsula at Cape 1 telles.' he 
writes. "I was one of four officers to 
form the rear guard in the evacuation. 
To say tbe leant and make It mild.wc 
bad a rough time of it. The evacua- 
tion was finally accomplished on the 
night of January 8th and the morning 
of 1 bo 0th. We stayed in the camp 
Until 1 o'clock in the morning, then 
went to the beach and set up a dress- 
ing station. Wc boarded a hospital 
lighter with our patients at 8 o'clock, 
waiting at the pier until the troops 
were all off an hour later. 

" Tbe shore magazine was blown up 
after the men had embarked, and our 
lighter got struck by flying fragments 
of stone and shells, and we were cov- 
ered with showers of mud and earth, 
only a few of our men being wounded, 
luckily. Wc were the last to leave the 
Cape. 

"When our lighter got out to the 
hospital ship such a sea was running 
that it was found impossible to trans- 
fer oui' wounded, and so »e had to 
stand b> until daylight, when we were 
tow ed to Imbro and landed. Tbe night 
war. frosty and cold, and we shivered 
with tbe damp and the water spraying 
oyer the sides."
